The air is also imbued with 
moisture. Watery vapor is over present 
tl.erein, alt bough varyiujr in .juaiully 
with the season of tho year, being least 
in midwinter and most in tho hot dais 
of summer. There are also mingled 
with the air many other substances in 
tlie shape of vapor, such as ai o given oif 
by the dec^y of animal and vcRotublo 
matter, all ftrtili/.ing in their effects 
but sometimes hurtful to animal life 
' 


In this constitution of tho atmosphere 


we can discover its beautiful adaptation 
to the wanls of animals and plants- 
tlio oxygen, nitrogen and carbonic acitl 
to supply tlio watery vapor to furnish 
the moisturo, Tho air also by its sub- 
tlety diffuses ilself everywhere. Into 
every pore of the soil it Cuds its way 
When there it yields its oxygen, its' 
nitrogen, and its carbonic acid, as well 
to hasten the decay of vegetable mattci 
already dead, as to promote tho growth 
of the living plant. The heat of tho sun 
w.uuisthe soil ami expands these im- 
piisL-ued gases, which, partially escap- 
inc. give place to other and purer sup-
